["Guth" In Cincinnati Enquirer.! 


I was talking recently with Gon, Whiton, 


who was at the war ofBca in Washington 
during most ot tho conflict Previous to tbe 
war he had been a railroad contractor, and 
built portions of the Ohio & Mississippi rail- 
road and of the Tennessee railroads. When the 
war came Gon. McCollum, a contractor and 
builder, was mado chief of tho railroad sorv- 
ico of tbo United States, and Mr. Whiton 
was his associate and chief of stall'. In a 
private conversation rambling into mattors 
of tho past I happened to ask Mr. Whiton 
tho question it Edwin M. Stanton Lad boon 
a very useful personage in our war. "Wiry," 
said he, "this country does not know, and 
it may never appreciate what it owos to 
Stanton. Ho was tho great power of the 
Union iu tho war. Capable as other men 
were in their respective departments, ha 
had the great deportment. Ho was tho war 
maker." 


In tho course of tho conversation which 


followed, I asked: 
"Can't you recall some 


circumstance that will show mo Stanton's 
power in tbe cabinet?" 


"Yos," said Mr. Whiton, oftor thinking a 


moment.. "I can recall one remarkable cir- 
cumstanco. I was sitting at my doik one 
day lato when one of our general stall' in tho 
war department uaid to me: 
'They are da- 


liberating in cabinet mooting now about 
Bonding Hooker's corps ot 20,000 men m full 
fighting order from tho valley of Virginia 
to Tennessee. Where is Gon. SIcCollumi' I 
said that McCollum was in tho city, I 
thought, hut I could not tell whero to put 
my baud on him. 'Well,' said my inform- 
ant, 'I came over hero to Blip this informa- 
tion to you, for you know that Stanton 
will 


eipoct you to answer up and down.' I in- 
stantly tolographed across tbe street to Gon. 
Rucker, the quartermaster of that depart- 
ment, to soud me six mounted orderlies. 
They arrived in two minutes. 


"I said to tho first one: 'Ride to Gon. Mc- 


Collum's house, and i£ ho is there bring him 
hero instantly.' To another I said: 'Ride 
cp and down Pennsylvania avenue, and 
wherever you see Gon. McCollum stop him 
and send him hero.' I sent another to tho 
c!ub. In that way I dispersed thoso iix mon 
all over that city to hunt for Gon. McCol- 
lum, who was a peculiar man, and could be 
identified from a description. The moment 
they wore gone I sat down myso'f to make 
tho computations on transferring Hook- 
er's corps. 
I got tho 
distances from 


the 
map, the 
equipment, 
etc., 
and 


I computed that if wo had the whole 
power of tho government to back us up wo 
could move that corps in seven days from 
Virginia to Tennessee. I hadbaroly finished 
when in came a man from tho White House, 
saying: 'The secretary wants Gon. McCol- 
Inm to como instantly to tho cabinet cham- 
ber.' At that moment, to my groat relief, 
in walked McCollum. I gavo him tho fig- 
ures and said: 'I think wo can do it in sovon 
days, and wo may go it in six, but oight 
will probably bo enough.' 
Ho took the 


paper and went over to tho White House." 


Said I: "Mr. Whiton, what was tho im- 


mediate occasion of such a movement?" 


"Why, tho Confederates had defeated our 


troops in Tennessee, and'had .it in their 
power by a rapid march to take Nashville, 
and probably make thoir way to Louisvillo 
and Cincinnati. 


''When McCollum arrived in tho cabinet 


chamber Mr. Lincoln was Bitting in one 
chair, with his foot upon another. Hy looked 
worn and old, Tho cabinet was there, jjtan- 
ton was sitting near Lincoln in an intense 
and preoccupied way. Halleck was stand- 
ing up, and had apparently just been giving 
his views of the timo it would tufco to movo 
that corps. 
When McCollum entered tho 


room Mr. Lincoln said in a somewhat nasal 
voico to him: 
'Coloni-l, wo want to know 


how. long you will t*vko to pick up Hooki'r'rf 
corps, which is lying down hero about Bris- 
tow station, in tho lap oC Virginia, and put 
it down at ZSashvi'Jo?' " 


"McColium said: 'Mr. President, I shall 


have to figure a moment or two on that.' Of 
course, he had my memorandum there, and 
tho figuring was merely formal. Said he: 
'Mr. President, if I havo all tho help this 
government can give mo I cau put those 
20,000 mon ot Nashville in oight days. It 
may bo done in seven, but I will say oight 
to bo sure.' 


"At this moment Stanton leaped to his 


feet and approachod HnJlock with hia fist 
clenched, and ho hiiscd out the words: 
'There, sir, I know it could be done. I want 
no more, sir, of your West Point.' Itsoems." 
said Mr. Whiton, "that Hnlleck had argued 
that thoso 20,000 mon would require fort}' 
days to transport them. Stanton dropped 
to his chair and began to write. Mr. Lin- 
coln said, after a pause: 'Then CoL McCoi- 
luin, I think the order Mill bo mado at once 
for you to transfer that corps.' There was 
a brjath of relief all through the cabinet 
when 
they 
heard 
that 
these 
troops 


could bo transferred within that time. As 
quick as a man could write Stanton had 
drafted an order commanding CoL McCol- 
lum and hLs military assistants to transfer 
Hookar'i corps to Tennessee, and to arrest 
any officer or person whatever who inter- 
posed tho least delay to tho movement nnd 
fceiid him to the Old Capitol prison. 


"ilcColluux came back to tho war depart- 


ment, tho telegraph wires wore put in requi- 
sition, tho first division of that corps was 
ordered to break camp and march all night 
and rendezvous- At Bristow. station. The next 
morning they were at tho spot, and tho cars 
had been sent down to put them in. 


"By the same order Stanton issued, or n 


second order, all tho men in ths railroad 
service were mado commissioned officers of 
tho United States. At Bristow stntiou the 
next morning a general heard tho order 
given to start the train with tho first de- 
tachment right off. Ho came up to the 
platform and said to the engineer: 'You 
will do nothing of tho kind. I and my stall 
are going to breakfast hero before wo go 
off.' 'Just castj'our eye over, this paper, 
general,' said tho captain of transportation, 
and there ho read the order that ho was to 
go to tho Old Capitol prison if ho stopped 
the train a minute. So he and tho stall' had 
to jump aboard tho .train without any 
breakfast. We moved thoso trains at in- 
tervals 
of 
fifteen 
minutes 
to 
hali 


an hour, and all along tbe lino' word had 
passed to assemble provisions. The train- 
.-.topped nowhere except to tako water, und 
at tho water stations tho food was provided 
so that tho men could lunch in tho cars. 


"Some of these men woro tont by tbe. 


Northern Central railroad, and others by 
tho Baltimore &: Ohio, and wo kept follow- 
ing thorn with the wire, and on tho third day 
I got a dispatch that the Hrst dolachraenl 
bad cros*od tho Ohio river at Jeffer-onvillo, 
I took it up to Stanton's house, Wo rang 
the bell and ho put his head out of tho win- 
dow, and, Raid I: 'Mr. Secretary, here's 
something I think will interest you,' and 1 
read it to him. 'Hold on,' said he, 'I can't 
sleep any more now, I will como down and 
po to tho war offlca with you and make s 
r.ightof it'"

to equal: 


THE INSIALI-ATIOX SERMOJT. 


"For I am not ashamed of tho gospel 


of Christ: lor it is the power of Goct 
unto salvation to every one tli.it be- 
lieveib; toihe Jew lirsl", and also to 
the Greek."—Roma'M 1:10. 


This is the luuguiige of that young 


man at whuse feet tne outer garments 
nerel'iid down, of those murderers 
who dragged the sainted Stephen out 
or thy city of Jerusalem, and stoned 
him to death for preaching the gospel 
o£ <Ji rist. 


This is the man that made havoc of. 


the church at Jerusalem, entering into 
every house aud tailing both men and 
women and commuting them to pris- 
on and compelling them to blaspheme 
the name ot (Jliriat, or die. 


This is the character who is describ- 


ed ai "breathing out ihreatenings and 
slaughter against thedisciplts ofjesus." 
And after having ji'errelod out aad 
had punished all 1m could find at head- 
quarters, Jerusalem, he "pursues them 
even unto 
strange cities." 
Armed 


and equipped witti letters from the 
hkh priesi, aud with his "posse comi- 
tatus* he starts ou foot, a journey of 
one hundred und thiity-iive miles to 
.Damascus the capital pi Syria, in pur- 
suit—his highest ambition and deier- 
mluati n;L>ei: gto crush this Christian- 
ity out of the world. 


Bat now something is the matter! 


There seems to be a hitch in the pro- 
ceeuiugs. What aileth thcs, O bitter, 
ferocious Smil of TarsmV W!iy dp 
you not complete the work so a'uspi- 
ciausly be^un:1 Having linished your 
work at Jtrusaluni why nut push on to 
ituprrihl rtoirju for the gosp -1 has got 
there aiso and unless you speedily 
suppress it, it will soon mount tht- 
throneot'the Cassars'! .-aul d;d want 
to visit Rome, and uo dOulH it WHS in 
his prunramme to <!o so; eventually he 
go, there but in qultu a different ca- 
pacity; when ha uiJ go he wenc at the 
goveruuieir-'s expense ar,d with a chain 
un liimseil this tMie. 


But now why this sudden halt and 


about face? lur hn did nut even reach 
Uiimasuus 011 his murderuus earaud. 
Tradition points to a bridge near Diitu- 
'ascus, where he hud a Son-stroke and 
then a";auh-cure" that amounted to 
something. 


And here in this chapter he writes to 


Rome—Hume the mistress of 
the 


world, tlip proud capital of the empire, 
ihestratof learning', plnlvsuphy, and 
culture, ait,science, poetry and elo- 
quence. 
And this is MJie way he 


wrius: "To all that oe in Rome, 1 
have often-ames tried to coma unto 
you (but was iet hitherto)buc am Still 
(Ju(emiin."d to come, for I urn a debtor 
botii to tho Greeks, and to the Barbar- 
ians ; both to tiie v ise, am to the un- 
wise. So, as much as in me is,I am ready 
topreavh the gospel to you that ai eat 
Rome also. For 1 am not ashamed of 
the gospel of Christ: for it is tho power 
of uod unto salvation to every one 
that believeth; .Jew and Greek." 


What now! A little while neforo he 


thought no one fit to walk this green 
easttiwho even embraced this gospel, 
und now he is ready and even anxious 
to champion this gospel around the 
i 


•svorld at any sacrifice and [cost, even to 
lifeitseK. 
Christ had stopped him in his mad' 


career, and with a. few kind, searching 
words had made him see his great mis- 
take, his terrible-blunder, and from-' 
that moment Saul -was a changed man. 
He had come to feel the powt-roJ this 
gospel in his own soul and experience 
and he as thorouchly determined to 
give- liis life for its spread over the 
world. He is no longer ashamed of it 
but glories in it—"God forbid that I 
should glory, save in the cross of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, by whom the world 
iscruciBed unto me, and I unto the 
world." The world with its honors 
and fame are nothing to him now. 


So n uursuing this subject we will 


proceed to give some reasons why we 
also are not ashamed of the gospel of 
Christ. 


1. We sire nnt ashamed of the Orig- 


inator of this gospel. It did not orig- 
inate with man nor angel; neither man 
nor angel would ever have conceived a 
plan to save a lost and sinful world, 
like this. It was conceived in the 
councils of the adorable Trinity. "To 
the Grenks (of anrdent and modern 
times) foolishi.ess.-antl to the Jews a 
stumbling bl ck; but to those who be- 
lieve, tl>e vdsdoui and power of God." 
A way so uniqui-, sn strange, so abso- 
lutely oriciual as Uie incarnation, life 
and denth of tlin equal son of Go:!, to 
rescue man from SIR and death and 
U'-11, never entered the thought of any 
created being. Paul says; "Great is 
the mystery of portliness: God uliini- 
fest in the lU-sh, believed on in the 
world, received up into glory." We 
acknowledge it strange, unparalleled, 
—nothing like it. "W^hh things the 
angels desire to look into." And we 
are not ashame'l of the fact. It is the 
wisdom aud power and might of .Ie- 
linvit'i in the world to-diiy, and the 
stone which the builders rejected hai 
already become tho head of the corner. 


i, Nor are we ashamed of the con- 


ception, birth, life, works, floctriues, 
sufferings, 
de^th, resurrection 
and 


ascension of him who foundtd tbis 
gospel. They all stand together, and 
ericli supports, sustains the other, If 
you call in question his supernatural 
origin—the purity of Mary—then you 
must deny tho whole history: One is 
no more strange than the other or 
others. 
Take then all 
the 
facts. 


Isaiah had said hundreds of years 
before: "J3ehold a virzin shall conceive 
and bear a son and his name shall be 
called Immanuel;" and how else could 
incarnation take place? Tell me ye 
scoffers! And look at life from begin- 
ning to ending; is there a crack, a flaw, 
a weakness even in it? Why has not 
such a life been repeated? Look at 
thoso miracles; how absolutely far re> 
moved 
from 
all other 
pretended 


miracles! and 
modern spir'tualism! 


Look at His doctrines: they stand the 
test of ages. His trial aurl death! 
what has ever been like it? 
His 


resurrection: Who can overturn the 
evidence and argument? 
Eighteen 


hundred years Imvq tested it. 
No 


assailant of Christianity has ever been 
able to grapple successfully with the 
evidences "t 
Christ's rfsuirection. 


Even Ei-nan dare not touch the aigu 
menl, but skips over tho central truth 
cornerstone with the question: "Are 
you sure he was dead?" Why does 
not InjrersoH show the "mistakes" of 
Christ and his resurrection, instead of 
the 
"Mistakes 
»f Moses? Valiant 


Robtrt! No we ?re not ashamed of 
the author of this gospel, from the 
moment, the angels hailed his advent 
until a "cloud received him out of our 
sight." b;:l wo are ashamed of the 
disciples of Buddh;i, the disciples of 
Chaster, the followers of Mohammed, 
of tlieilomn>iiiies and of the Spirit- 
ists. And we an- ashamed of men who 
r-juct t-'B claims of tlie gospel based 
upon suuh testimony. To be consist- 
ent they must become Agaostirs and 
believe nothing. Such are no more 
h .iK'St than were the Scribes and 
Pharisees in the peisecution of our 
Saviour. 


3. Nur are we ashamed of the effects 


of this gospel on the woild. What 
was t.he civilization of Greece and 
Unrnti in tli'iir paimiestdays in' com- 
parison with Christian civilization? 
W'IHS was the moral state of Rome 
when Paul entered r.he city? What 
nation now on tho plobe is desirable 
ur lit to live in, where the gnsprl has 
not penetrated? 
Who now take the 


• lea'lm progress and reforms of all 
kinds? Wno are feremast in building 
our schools and colleges, ana asylums 
for the unfortunate? Aro they not 
men and women who believe in the 
gospel of Christ? If Christianity re- 
tards the progress of the world, as 
skeptics assTi, why do they not seek 
out some spot wh: re they can have a 
hippy time? All other"religions aro 
crumbling—what a fine time to thrust 
in their sickle! And wuatdo you be- 
lievo would be the first crop? Si.me- 
thin; wur.-eihan Camilla thistle. 


What has Christianity not done for 


the uiilitting or the nations of the 
earth, for the downfall of tyranny and 
oppression, for the true liberties of the 
people, for tne elevation, ot woman? 
Skeptics and inlldels ate walking in 
the light and enjoying the beneiits and 
blessings this gospel brirgs, and are 
vet condemning it. Whero would we 
be to-day without this gospel? Just 
what our ancestors were before it came 
w) them—poor, sunken,degraded heath- 
en! If yuu point to the persecutions 
under the guise of. Christianity, we 
answer—Christianity ii no mure re- 
sponsible for those than it is for the 
conduct of those who put the Saviour 
himself to death. Every one knows 
that those persecutions were directly 
contrary to the teachings f! Christ 
and the spirit uf tbe gosi.fl. They 
sicaply "stole the livery of Heaven to 
serve the devil In." When this gospel 
shall have done its full work, when it 
permeates all, "leavens tbe 
whole 


lump," there can be no more persecu- 
tion and hate and war, intemperance, 
injustice, nor poverty and want, for 
this gospel is love to God and love to 
man. It is plainly disingenuous to 
make the gospel in any way responsi- 
ble for the grofs perversions of it, tne 
want of it, |for "if any man hath not 
the spirit ot'Olirist he Is none of his." 


4. And DOW to come closer still—we 


arts no t ashamed of the personal 
influence of this gospel. Paul says: 
"It is the power ot God unto salva- 
tion." Is there not something peculiar 
about this power? He can not refer 
to doctrin here, nor the moral influence 
of tne atniemcnt: Not the love or 
God which the Advance calls the 
power—Apr,1 1C.: Not Drummond's 
vhrisiian Evolution—that wants ages 
iu whichi to <!o its work, as it makes 
the law in the natural and the spirit- 
ual world the same, lie could not 
have meant what some-of our Metho- 
dist brethren mean bv the power for 
that strikes the emotion*!, but this 
every one th it behevuth. What does 
Paul me.in in Hebrews by saying: 
"Having tasted ol the powers ol the 
world to come?" And John says "As 
many sis received him to them he gave 
power to become the sous of God." 


With al- our boa-aed free will we are 


still morally impotent. Man cannot 
savo himself, cannot make himself a 
new creature. And he is so bent on 
sin that he will not stop unlass God 
helps him to stop. He must be born 
from above, that is tho power of God. 
He must have the authority and assist- 
ance of God. 


Mils power, it seems to us, must be
